whether or not I am on duty. 

It is unfortunate that deliberate 
efforts should be made to mis¬ 
lead our citizens by malicious 
misstatements and I will be 
greatly obliged for space in your 
columns to correct those that af¬ 
fect the Fire Department and 
myself.

Members of the Chamber were 
a.sked by W. R. Humphries to 
consider a proposal to take part 
in the preparations for the dedi¬ 
catory services May 1 at the Pas- 
sioni.st Fathers’ Monastery, 

“The opening of the monastery 
really is a signal event in the 
growth of Sierra Madre,” Mr. 
Humphries said. “I feel that the 
community—through the Chamber 
of Commerce, .should be repre¬ 
sented. It is my idea that we 
might help through sending a 
crew of men to aid in clearing 
and landscaping the grounds. 
Surely there are enough willing 
to donate a day’s wage, and 
.surely there are enough unem¬ 
ployed here who would be avail¬ 
able.

Writes Of Scene 


Sunday evKiing, by Mr. Peter V. 
Rosa, C.;^!. The auditorium was 
filled. Mts. Alma E. Morgan in- 
troducetl the lecturer who spoke 
in part as follows:

A vivid picture of conditions 
in war tom sections of Shanghai 
was contained in a letter received 
recently by Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Lovell, from Mrs. Lovell’s sister, 
Mrs. D. W. Garden, now en 
route from Shanghai to Manila. 

Mrs. Cardell, a radio entertain¬ 
er and wife of a naval officer 
now on duty In China, accom¬ 
panied her husband to China 
from Honolulu when he was 
transferred several months ago. 

Mrs. Cardell described the 
bombing In February of Woo¬ 
sung forts by the Japanese air 
forces, which took place while 
she sailed down the river aboard 
the S.S. ’VanBuren. 

“While we steamed down the 
river,” she said, "15 airplanes 
passed overhead. As we drew 
abreast of Woosung fort the 
planes zoomed down right be¬ 
fore our eyes and dropped bomb 
after bomb. We had a ringside 
seat. The captain called for full 
steam and got us out of there 
then he halted the ship so we 
could watch the bombing. 

“About this time five .lap de¬ 
stroyers passed us, then opened 
fire on the fort. Every gun was 
in operation. They banged away, 
shells just missing us. We cer¬ 
tainly had a ring side seat. I’ll 
never forget the sight. It was 
marvelous, even if sad.”

It’s the general opinion among 
the men of the Fire Department 
that we have as our friends the 
entire community and we still 
hope this is correct. But old Dame 
Rumor is connecting us with the 
political situation. Now this is 
one thng we have always en¬ 
deavored to avoid and if there is 
a single (or married) member 
that is using the Fire Department 
for political purposes, the writer 
of “Fire Flames" .hereby de¬ 
nounces him as a traitor to the 
organization. 

Once more to put before the 
people (who may read this 
column and who are Interested in 
the expense of the upkeep of the 
fire departrAent), we will relate 
the salaries, etc., that we receive 
from the city. First there is a 
monthly sum of $100 which is di¬ 
vided among the 20 members, giv¬ 
ing to each man $5 per month. 
From this amount he leaves $1 
in the firemen’s fund. This fund 
is used mostly for charitable pur¬ 
poses with which the public gen¬ 
erally is acquainted. Aside from 
this if a fire occurs later than 
9 o’clock p.m., each fireman that 
attends such receives $4 from the 
city. 

The chief receives $10 a month 
for additional time and expense 
he is subject to, during his "off” 
time when he is not acting as a 
police officer and custodian of the 
City Hall. The Chief uses his 
own automobile in all activities 
pertaining to fire department 
work, which includes Fire War¬ 
den, Fire Inspector of buildings
